Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 



operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
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and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. The Examiner 
request that Applicant thoroughly review the claims to eliminate the indifiniteness. Also, 
the reference numerals in the claims have been given no patentable weight. Since 
claims 1-12 are vague and indefinite. The Examiner has applied the prior art as best as 
possible, but Applicant should rewrite these claims so that it is clear how the elements 
relate to one another. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year priorto the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-12are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lefebvre 
(U.S. 4,990,156). 

Lefebvre discloses in figures 1-4, a stem (20) having plurality of flexible legs (1), 
wherein said legs (1) including hooks at its distal end and being disposed within a first 
catheter (18); wherein a second catheter (21) fitted onto the outer of said first catheter 
(18) and further there is a third catheter (24) fitted onto the outer of said first and second 
catheters (18,21). 

6. Claims 1-3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Petruzzi (U.S. 4,655,219). 
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Petruzzi discloses in figures 1-10, a stem (48) having plurality of flexible legs 
(42), wherein said legs (42) including hooks at its distal end and being disposed within a 
first catheter (54); and wherein a second catheter (60) fitted onto external of said first 
catheter (54). 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
